British foreign Undersecretary

to leave the Chinese Nationalist 
stronghold unless they had im por­ 
tant business there. 
A general w arning to evacuate 
was avoided, authorities said, lest 
it weaken Generalissimo Chiang 
K ai-shek’s precarious hold on the 
island. 
Chiang reportedly faces 
a grave threat of internal revo­ 
lution on Formosa, as well as a 
possible Communist attack. 
The possibility of an uprising 
may have played an 
important 
part in the decision 
announced 
yesterday by President Truman 
not to send any military help or 
advice to Chiang at this time. 
Mr 
T rum an’s 
announcement 
brought a near-solid wave of an ­ 
gry comment from congressional 
Republicans. 
They promised not 
to give up the fight for aid to 
Formosa. 
Vandenberg Critical 
The debate crackled on 
the 
Senate floor for more than five 
hours yesterday. 
One chief com­ 
plaint was: 
The President 
ig­ 
nored Congress and the bipartisan 
foreign policy in 
reaching 
his 
decision. 
On the other side, Democratic 
leaders gave Mr. Trum an strong 
support and denied the bipartisan 
policy was being kicked

board. 
Republican criticism was 
led 
by Senator Vandenberg of Mich­ 
igan, who has been one of the 
chief defenders of the administra­ 
tion’s foreign programs. 
Vanden­ 
berg issued a statem ent saying: 
“The Formosa question is pres­ 
ently clarified but it is not set­ 
tled by today’s executive state­ 
ments.” 
He expressed regret that the 
President had reached his deci­

Obviously

had caught him by surprise— as 
it did virtually all the lawmak­ 
ers, both Republicans and Demo­ 
crats. 
Vandenberg made it clear he

But some of his colleagues — 
notably Senators Taft of Ohio and 
Knowland of California — favor 
immediate U. S. military assist­ 
ance as a means of halting the 
spread of Communism in Asia.

#t $HE survey of Escanaba Industrial pros-

poets for IPSO, conducted by the Daily 
Press by means of interviews with local 
industrial lenders and published in yes­ 
terday’s issue of the Daily Press, shows a 
heartening outlook for the coming year.

No Surprises In 
President’s Message 
P 
RESIDENT 
TRUMAN’S 
State of the 
Union message to congress Wednesday 
contained no surprises. It was very much 
like the message that he presented just a 
year ago. except this time he did not ask 
for anti-inflation controls, universal mili­ 
tary training or a sharp tax boost, as he 
did last year. 
Virtually everything the president ask­ 
ed for in his message to congress is a rep­ 
letion of his program demand of previous 
years. One significant change, implied if 
not specifically mentioned, is a repeal of 
the wartim e excise 
tax 
rates 
on 
such 
things as transportation, communications, 
rte., except that the president hedged the 
recommendation 
with 
a 
provision 
that 
such revenue losses must be 
more 
than 
compensated by new or increased 
taxes 
from other sources. 
Some of the proposals advocated by the 
president stand little chance of congres­ 
sional acceptance. Included in this cate­ 
gory are repeal of the Taft-Hartley labor 
act. adoption of the Brannan 
farm 
plan, 
and establishment of a system of national 
medical insurance. 
One of the president's recommendations 
th ’t appears almost certain to be accepted 
by congress is extension and liberalization 
of the social security law. 
The president 
hrs advocated increased benefits under the 
social security law, as well as inclusion of 
n greater number of the American people. 
The social security taxes increased 50%, 
effective at the start of this year, and it 
is anticipated that bc-nefits will 
be 
in­ 
creased proportionately in recognition of 
<ho fact that present benefit*; are wholly 
inadequate to meet living costs under to­ 
day’s inflated economy. 
If there was anything at all in the presi­ 
dent’s message that might be classified as 
a surprise, it was in Mr. Trum an’s predic­ 
tions cf the potential size of the increase in 
federal income in the next half 
century. 
Mr. Truman predicted a four-fold increase 
in annual income in the next five decades 
lo an i • tronomict I level of more than one 
ti illion dollars by the year 2000.

the Army-Navy football game, who stood 
on the bridge of a battleship with the pres­ 
ident when the fleet was reviewed 
and 
who treated cabinet ladies to free perfume 
and supplied White House friends with 
free liquor. 
Pearson told how Maragon once plead­ 
ed guilty to illegal transportation of liquor, 
as well as other details of Maragon’s past. 
A senate investigating committee sub­ 
stantiated most of these disclosures 
last 
year, more than two years after they were 
first published in Pearson’s column. 
In the spring of 1947, Maragon demand­ 
ed that the justice department prosecute 
Pearson for criminal libel, on grounds that 
Pearson had called Maragon an “ex-boot­ 
legger.” 
Maragon’s friend. General Vaughan, the 
president’s aide, called on the U. S. attor­ 
ney, Morris Fay, and demanded Pearson’s 
prosecution.

ACTIVE IN CFD 
It is because he has felt the need and 
the urge for public sevice thatr Benton at 
the age of 49 is such a hopeful phenomen­ 
on in politics. From its inception he has 
been associated with the Committee for 
Economic Development, 
the 
remarkable 
organization that has provided 
construc­ 
tive criticism of government from 
the 
business point of view. In CED Benton has 
been closely associated 
with 
his 
good 
friend, Paul Hoffman, head of the Euro­ 
pean, head of the European Cooperation 
administration and formerly president of 
the Studebaker corporation. 
In September of 1945 Benton accepted 
the thorny assignment as assistant secre­ 
tary of state in charge of the government’s 
program of information throughout 
the 
world. 
This was in a sense of pioneering 
job and one bound to stir a hornet’s nest 
of trouble. 
Tackling it with the eagerness and the 
supreme self-confidence that characterizes 
him, 
Benton annoyed and irritated many 
people who were accustomed to more cau­ 
tion and discretion in government. Among 
these were many of the colleagues who 
will now be associated with Benton in the 
senate. 
In 
an 
extraordinary session before a 
congressional commitee, he was called on 
to justify and explain the modern Ameri­ 
can art he had approved for a traveling 
collection be sent to South America and 
Europe. As publisher and collector, Benton 
qualifies as an art expert. 
But 
he 
found his confidence melting 
away as committee members demanded to 
know whether that really was an apple or 
just a daub of red paint. The committee, 
its ignorance matched only by its arro­ 
gance, ruled against 
any 
appropriation, 
however small, to send that “stuff” around 
the world. Later the state department sold 
the collection. 
WANTS TO MAKE GOOD 
Thet business man in congress has some­ 
times in the past found himself baffled by 
the complexities of politics. The man of ac­ 
tion is lost in a body that puts a premium 
on talk and then more talk. 
Benton will have a special desire to 
make good in the senate. He will want to

Next fall Benton will have to run for re- 
election, as will Connecticut’s senior sen­ 
ator, Brien McMahon. 
For the first time in the history of the 
state, due to a change in the constitution, a 
governor will be elected for a four-year 
term rather than a two-year term. This 
puts an added emphasis on Bowles’ race 
for re-election, which would draw national 
interest in any event because of growing 
speculation that he will be a strong con­ 
tender for the Democratic nomination for 
president in 1952.

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

Washington. — The congressional furor 
over 
Britain’s impending recognition of 
Communist China will not stop that recog­ 
nition. But out of the for­ 
ensics can come—if the 
state department is on its 
toes—a joint Anglo-Am­ 
erican 
council to guide 
the 
foreign 
policy 
of 
English - speaking 
coun­ 
tries in the future. 
Too many times in the 
past Britain’s traditional 
balance-of-power 
policy 
has let the world drift 
into wars, f o l l o w i n g 
which the United States has had to bail 
out the British. 
Up until the early 1930’s, the bored and 
blase policy of state department diplomats 
was: 
“In Europe and Asia, we take our 
cues from Britain. In Latin America, Brit­ 
ain takes the cue from us.’* 
That, of course, was in the heyday of 
British power, when British banks dom­ 
inated world trade and when his majesty’s 
navy not only was the biggest in the world, 
but a navy meant something. 
Today 
British 
banks would be non­ 
existent without U. S. help, and the British 
navy is far more impotent than the Bikini- 
bombed U. S. navy. 
Thus the time would appear to be here 
when U. S. foreign policy should cease to 
be the tail on the British kite. 
Neverthe­ 
less, w e continue to support Britain eco­ 
nomically with no return 
guarantees 
of 
foreign-policy reciprocity. 
BRITAIN’S CASE HISTORY 
The British foreign office secretly un­ 
dercut Secretary of State Henry L. Stim­ 
son when he was trying to block the Jap 
war lords in Manchuria. This, however, is 
only a small part of the story. 
The seeds of war do not shoot up over 
night. 
They 
are planted sometimes two 
decades in advance, can be either nurtured 
or smothered as the years pass. British pol­ 
icy, or perhaps lack of policy, 
has some­ 
times fertilized, almost 
encouraged 
the 
seeds of war. The British, of course, have 
not meant to do this, but here is case his­ 
tory on how they have blundered: 
Hitler’s 
Invasion 
of the 
Ruhr—High 
point of the Nazi tide of aggression prior 
to the actual outbreak of war 
came 
in 
March 1936 when Nazi storm troopers in­ 
vaded the Ruhr and Rhin^and.

That assurance never came. As a result 
the French army did not resist. Hitler took 
the vast steel and coal resources of the 
Rhineland, and with this arsenal under his 
control, war became inevitable. After that 
war was finally over,

leaders revealed that Hitler had given his 
troops two sets of 
orders 
before 
they 
marched into the Rhineland: 
one to ad­ 
vance; the other to retreat the minute the 
French resisted.

Pulitzer-prize winning reporter 
Malcolm Johnson, w7ho wrote the 
story of the Sun’s sale, told them 
all he knew7. He said the assign­ 
ment was given to him by 70-year- 
old executive editor Keats Speed, 
one of New York’s best-loved edi­ 
tors.

in which American families would 
consume in evergrowing quanti­ 
ty the output of farms and fac­ 
tories. 
“ Within five years 
we 
can 
achieve an annual output in ex ­ 
cess of $300 billion,” said 
Mr. 
Trum an. 
He compared this 
to 
the 1949 output of $259 billion, 
and added: 
“ The gain in national income 
would be equal to an average of 
nearly 
$1,000 
for every 
family 
in the U nited States. 
“This would greatly 
improve 
standards of living. 
It would go 
far tow ard our goal of the com­ 
plete elimination of poverty. 
It 
would provide employment 
op- 
portunites for about 
64 
million 
workers. 
“Such prospects are not fanci­ 
ful. 
They are based upon our 
long-term 
record 
of 
achieve­ 
ment * 
* 
“Our im m ediate goal, for 1950 
should be to 
regain 
m aximum 
employment. * 
We 
should 
strive this year to reduce unem ­ 
ployment from 3 Iii million to 2 
million, or 2 i;> million at most. 


“This would mean about 
61 
million civilian jobs. 
It would 
mean stepping up our 
national 
output by about 7 per cent above 
the 1949 total. 
“These are our objectives for 
this year under the employment 
act. 
If we put forth 
sufficient 
effort, we can reach these objec­ 
tives before the year’s end.” 
Confidence Renewed 
Employment .in 1949 averaged 
58.7 million. 
Unemployment av­ 
eraged 3.4 million or about 5 per 
cent of the working force, and at 
its worst point in July, reached 4.1 
million. 
The President's message 
also 
carried a capsule review of the 
economy today, after a year which 
started with a frightening busi­ 
ness slump: 
“As 1950 opens, renewed confi­ 
dence prevails in the American 
economy,” said Mr. Truman. “This 
confidence is in itself an element 
of strength: and it is justified by 
the facts. * * * 
“Allowing for 
price 
changes, 
the volume of goods and services 
purchased by consumers in 1949 
was actually larger than in 1948. 
Business is proceeding with good 
profit prospects. 
More building 
in 
1949 reached a higher level 
than ever before. 
“ More important still, employ­ 
ment and production, which d e­ 
clined during the first few months 
of 1949, have in recent 
months 
been moving upward again. 
“Considerably more people now 
have jobs than at the low point 
last year. 
Industrial production 
has increased by 9 percent since 
July. 
Holiday sales have hit an 
all-tim e peak * * * 
“The events of 1949 have dem ­ 
onstrated anew the basic strength 
of tho American economy. They 
also demonstrated that economic 
affairs are not 
beyond 
human 
control. 
“We should now seek to estab­ 
lish a course that will complete 
the recovery a r cl carry us on to 
steady economic growth.” 
Budget Message Next 
The 
17-page 
message 
was 
backed up by an economic review, 
exactly IO times as long, by the 
President’s council of 
economic 
advisers. 
The review made clear the su r­ 
prising nature of Mr. T ru m an’s 
forecast 
of 
a $ 1,000-per-family 
rise in national income. 
Deep in the council’s statistical 
data was a table, hitherto unpub­ 
lished, which showed that 
the 
average 
family 
income 
had 
reached $4,231 in 1948, a 59 per 
cent increase since 1935-36. 
Adding $1,000 to that by 1954 
would bring the average family 
income well over $5,000, the in­ 
come m ark by which Americans 
used to judge a “successful” man. 


The advisory council, now lack­ 
ing a chairman, is m ade up 
ot 
acting chairm an Leon Keyserling 
and Dr. John D. Clark. 
They are 
charged, under the 
employment 
act of 1946, with counseling the 
President on policies to maintain 
m aximum 
output, 
employment 
. 
and buying power. 
For the next few 
weeks, 
at 
least, no action is expected 
in 
either branch on any White House 
requests. 
The House has no major busi­ 
ness slated for 
another 
week, 
while the Senate is debating 
a 
House-passed bill to repeal oleo­ 
margarine taxes. 
As soon as the President's bud­ 
get message, expected to call for 
a $42,000,000,000 outlay, is 
re- 
ceived, the House Appropriations 
* 
committee will tackle the .lob ot 
tailoring spending to fit expected 
revenues 
w ithout 
running 
too 
deeply into the red. 
Its 
chairman, 
Rep. 
Cannon 
(D-Mo), and its top Republican, 
Rep. 
Taber 
(R-NY), 
turned 
thumbs 
down 
on 
Republican 
clamor for open hearing as are 
held by the Senate 
Appropria­ 
tions committee. 
They did agree, subject to re- 
^ 
versal by the House, to 
handle 
the entire budget in a single bill. 
Taber said he was “willing to 
give 
the 
one-package bill 
a 
chance”, but took not of the in­ 
herent dangers of “log-rolling. 
This is the practice 
of 
trading 
votes by which on member will 
vote for another's pet projects if 
the other will vote to include his.
